Ah history of the classical world— 
‘Alexander of Macedon and Julius Cesar. 
Each arose to control ows — a 
crisis in the progress of his country. 
Greece, after Fhe first brilliant period of 
concentration and internal development of 
the native genius, it hung in the balances 
whether the fruits of that genius should 
fall to the ground without increase in the 
sterile shade of the. ageing parent tree; or 
whether they should be dispersed to grow 
more vigorously in new soil. It was then 
that. Alexander was born to be the agent 
of this dispersal. Before him, Greek in- 
fluence beyond Hellas and. Magna Grecia 
scarcely did. more than tinge the eastern 
seaboard of the ‘Mediterranean ; within a 
century after him the world was Hellenic 
from the Punjab to Rome, and from 
the Nile to the Po. Likewise, Julius 
Cesar in his time changed the self- 
centred republic of Rome into a wide 
cosmopolitan empire, and by his con- 
quest of the West sent the tide 
of civilisation rolling on to Gibraltar, 
Britain and the Rhine. Each of these 
two world-makers was as ruthless as a 
volcano in his manifestations of energy 
and power; but it may be said that with- 
out them a thousand years of work had 
been lost to our civilisation and would 
still lie as useless as buried ore in the 
ruins of Athens and Rome. There were 
many men throughout the centuries of 
ancient Europe who thought profounder 
things, who imagined higher things, who 
created more beautiful things, but none 
who did more lasting and more memorable 
things, than the middle-aged Roman 
demagogue and the youthful Macedonian 
prince. | 

No biography of the other men of those 
days could command such incident and 
expanse as the lives of one of these. Mr. 
Weigall has chosen the younger, the more 
remote, and the more romantic of the 
two, and presents us with a vivid account 
of what surely were the most crowded 
thirty-three years that ever a mortal man 
lived. Was Alexander mortal? That is 
to say, did he and his contemporaries 
consider his personality and genius merely 
those of a superman, and not rather such 


as proclaimed divine origin? Mr. Weigall’s | 


whole study is focussed on this question. 
In his opinion, Alexander’s claim to 
divinity, and his conviction of his right to 
that claim, provide the key to all his life 
and career. -Arguing from the religious 
fanaticism attributed to Alexander’s 
mother, and from legends about his birth, 
the author infers that Alexander was 
dominated from his early days by a con- 
sciousness of deity that was no mere poli- 
tical subterfuge or euhemeristic sophistry. 
There may be more than a grain of truth .n 
this ; but when from that it is deauced that 
the true goal of Alexander’s conquests was 
the oasis of Siwa, where Zeus Ammon, his 
reputed father, had his most sacred shrine, 
and that to link this with Dodona would 
be the consummation of his desire, most 
readers of classical history will demur. 

Alexander must have been imbued from 
his youth upwards with the old traditions 
of Marathon and the Persian wars, that 
a great Greek leader would some day 
revenge Hellas on the Persians. Philip 
himself had hoped to be that leader. His 
death held out the torch imperatively to 
his son. Alexander could not have 
ignored the letters of Isocrates, the 
constant urgings of his tutor, 
Aristotle, the whole aspirations of 
the’ Greek world. That he deeply 
felt the insult which Darius did to Philip 
by interfering at the siegesof Perinthos 
is shown in his extant Jetter. No; in 
consideration of the circumstances one 
can no more believe Mr. Weigall’s theory 
of the conquest of Egypt—that it was 
mainly to visit an oracle—than credit 
that the purpose of Napoleon’s similar 
excursion was to confront the Sphinx, 
or that Titus besieged Jerusalem in order 
only to enter the Holy of Holies. 

The truth lurks in more material realms 
than this. Alexander’s strong deeds are 
best explained as being prompted by his 
high mission as Commander-in-Chief of 
the forces of the Greek revenge, his weak 
deeds on the grounds that he was young, 
and his extraordinary deeds in that he 
was a genius. Mr. Weigall’s: theory, by 
which he synthetises the multiform 
materials of his book, appears unnecessary 
and unconvincing. The interest of his 
book is another matter. It would be un- 
gracious to say that with such a subject 
few could write a dull story. This writer 
has given us so living a study that only 
the pedant would remark the scholastic 
perils of his inferences. His facts are 
instinct with the vitality of sympathetic 
study, and his swift pen never allows 
the reader’s eagerness to fail on all that 
wonderful journey from Macedonia to 
Samarkand, where, as in some vast paper 
chase, new cities named Alexandria were 
left behind to the conqueror’s way. Who- 
ever enjoys a spacious tale peopled with 
real personages of heroic stature must en- 
joy this book entirely, and the scholar. 
while taking a mischievous joy in dis- 
puting many of Mr. Weigall’s judgments. 
will be glad to have so readable a re- 


vivification of facts often too drily 
dissected and eviscerated, ; 
BIRD LIFE. 
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The Days and Nights of Birds. 
Delamain. London: Gollancz. 6/- net. 


BY the publication last year of an 
English translation: of “ Why Birds 
Sing,” English readers obtained an intro- 
duction to some of M. Delamain’s writings. 
Almost before the enthusiasm with which 
that book was received has died down, the 
present volume comes to hand. Like its 
predecessor, it is ably written ; accuracy ot 
observation and delicacy of rendering are 
prominent features of every page. 

A good ornithologist, M. Delamain ‘s 
also a writer of distinction. From the 
point of view of some experts, there may 
be nothing new in much of what the 
to say about his feathered 
friends, but it is the delightful way in 
which he says it that will ‘appeal to the 
serious student of bird-life, as well as to 
all who enjoy a well-written book. 

Bird-life by night during the four 
seasons, and birds’ good and bad days are 
described in turn. * Under the title of 
“ Winged Invaders,’ separate chapters 
are devoted to the crossbill and the serin 
finch.

CYPRUS AND EGYPT. 


Cyprus Wine from my Cellar. By John Knittel.

' SS book is partly an autobiography 
and partly a tule of travel within the 
limits of Cyprus and Egypt, where the 
author enters deeply into psychology 
of the native peo le, their life and thar 
Government. He eals mainly with events 
concerning himself and his neighbours 
delaying always w' ere a particularly ix- 
teresting or unusual character appears, 
in order to devote himself to a more or 
less detailed study upon which he brings 
to bear his philosophy of life. 
In the island of Cyprus, where Britain 
rules, we see beauty of climate and land- 


scape, and the vast illusion of our speed- 
crazy age is illustrated by contrast. Mr. 
Knittel shows us numerous points of view 
on topical matters, though he is always 
strangely non-committal about himself.

A SON of one of the principal musicians 
of the last century, the great pianist 
Sir Charles Hallé, the author of these 
reminiscences passed his early days in an 
artistic circle that numbered pretty nearly 
every celebrity of the London of that day. 
As a boy he was on intimate terms with 
Browning and Sims Reeves, knew Tenny- 
son, Alma Tadema and Whistler, and, 
through his father, was brought in contact 
with Hans von Bilow, Piatti and Joachim. 
His youth was passed amid the most 
brilliant whirl of the social life of the 
‘seventies, and it is little wonder that he 
has such a host of excellent stories, grave 
and gay—mostly gay—about these nota- 
bilities. 

As a profession he was compelled to take 
up engineering, in spite of some promise 
as a poet, and in this capacity he assisted 
in the construction of the Albert Docks. 
This uncongenial occupation caused lun 
trouble, and he was packed off to South 
Africa, where he resumed his profession, 
and became a Government engineer and 
architect. He took a part in t develop- 
ment of the Rand, and in time he reverted 
to his old love, literature, and became a 
leader writer for the Star and the Critic, 
and later editor of the Natal Advertiser. 
Owing to these varied posts, he has become 
au expert in the history of South African 
development during the last half-century, 
especially in what may be termed the

The little marionette 
Pinocchio and his creator, Gepetto, will 
surely become favourites with Irish 
readers, and in the lively Munster Irish 
of Padraig O Buachalla they are assured 
of a kindly welcome from readers of all 
ages. The text is most agreeably illus- 
trated by some four score drawings by 
Carlo Chiostri. 

Seán Mac Maoldin’s rich, vigorous, 
spirited Donegal idiom is fit language for 
the noble English of Standish O’Grady. 
“The Flight of the Eagle’’ is among 
O’Grady’s best works, and many of its 
passages are as beautiful and fine prose as 
anything that master wrote. Language 
and treatment in the original are full 
worthy of Red Hugh O’Donnell and the 
stirring Ireland of his day, and in this 
translation the splendour of O’Grady’s 
work breaks forth again. It is to be re- 
gretted, however, that in translation this 
book does not appear now exactly as 
O'Grady published it; for the character- 
istic postscript and appendix, running to 
well over twenty pages, are omitted, and 
the omission gives a feeling of incomplete- 
hess. 

Of a different ordez, but, in its own 
way, every whit as great a book, is 
Daniel Corkery’s ‘‘ Threshold of Quiet.”’ 
Here, again, the translator wields a facile 
pen, and commands Munster Gaelic with 
grace; but the English of the original is 
so personal, the tone so much a slow and 
solemn progression that this Gaelic ver- 
sion lacks something of the atmosphere 


- Both in original work and in transla- 


| 


tion, Nioclás Tóibín's Munster blas and 
easy, ready handling of vocabulary and 
theme have secured for him a high place 
among living Irish writers. In Séamus 
Mac Manus’s most successful novel of 
Irish country life and manners Tóibín has 
material after his own heart, and his 
“Dinné O Frighil” and the folk of 
Knocknagar are as alive and as charming 
as they were in the first publication of “ A 
Lad of the O’Friels.’’ The book, however, is 
so much a picture of Ulster countryside 
that Northern Gaelic would have been 
expected in the translation. In the 
translator's favour, on the other hand, it 
must be said that in “O Frighil ” Nioclás 
Tóibín has come much nearer to the 
original than, for example, a_ recent 
translator of “ The Drone.’’ 

What we have said has not been said 
in disparagement of any of these trans- 
lators or their work; but it is legitimate 
criticism to suggest to the selectors of 
titles that work of a decidedly regional 
character like MacManus’s and Ruther- 
ford Mayne’s, on the one hand, or, say, 
Frank O’Connor’s (if, indeed, that were 
ever chosen, which may be doubted) on 
the other, should be given for translation 
to writers who use the dialect of the 
province in which it has been written. 

Many of the titles for translation have 
no particular Irish regional origin, and 
in their cases the dialect of the transla- 
tion Is of no special importance. Rider 
Haggard’s ' She ” is one example in this 
batch. Here it appears in the Ulster 
Gaelic of Niall O Domhnaill. It will not 
lessen the credit due to a most interesting 
rendering to say that it might as well 
have appeared in a Munster or Connacht 
version. 

Taken all in all, these novels will give 
Gaelic-speaking readers something worth 
reading, and at as reasonable a price and 
firm binding as the original works,

HERE is an undoubted charm in the 
study of certain kinds of old books, 
and not least in the study of those in- 
tehded for the edification or amusement 
of children. From their pages may be 
learned how fashions change in what is 
thought fitting for the youthful mind— 
from the didactic to the purely. enter- 
taining, and back again to the instruc- 
tional. Mr. Philip James, with the. 
editorial assistance of Mr. Holme, has. 
made a really valuable selection from this 
branch of literature, taking his examples 
from the eighteenth century to the present 
time. Most of these were published in 
England, but a number are of American 
origin. The frontispiece, or a character- 
istic page from every book, has been re- 
produced, and the accompanying text 
gives a brief note of whatever may be 
known of the author and his work. 
Several of the stories included are still 
warm favourites in many a nursery, and 
the drawings of Cruikshank, Edward 
Lear, Thackeray and others are delightful. 
The coloured illustrations are most effec- 
tive; in one case no less than twelve 
colour-blozks were employed.

To cope with those an- 
fortunate conditions, four young priests, 
Fathers Richard Kenrick, James Lynch, 
Michael Bourke and Thomas McNamara, ro- 
solved in the summer of 1833 to devote i” 
common, under the patronage of St. Vincent 


de Paul, their lives to training young 
aspirants to the priesthood and giving 
missions and retreats in country places. He 


described how these four priests continaad 
their work, which led to the establishment 
of the first house of the Order in Usher's 
quay. : i 
‘‘The Irish Province of the Vincentians 
to-day counts in the British Isles more than 
one hundred and thirty priests and fifty 
clerics and brothers,” he said, ‘‘and it has 
sent its shoots to far away China, and has 
iven birth to a new Province under the 
uthern Cross.” 


IRISH PRIESTS. 


It was a matter of record, he pointed out, 
that ont of four hundred and twenty six 
riests: received into the congregation during 
t. Vincent’s lifetime, twenty-one were 
natives of Ireland. Dr. Louvay described 
how, in October, 1643, following the sendin 
by the Holy See of a Papa! Envoy, Irelan 
was divided, the Nuncio casting his lot with 
the Ulster party and Bishc» O’Dwyer with 
the Southern Irish. But '6 St. Vincent 
sent a number of mis ; to Ireland. 
That little band of six, » had come to 
preach to the people, wrie subject to the 
persecutions of war, and only four were left 
in the country. These continued their work, 
but were driven to leave Ireland foliowing the 
siege and capture of Limerick. 

o all appearances the mission was dead, 
but the saint did not think so, even though 
he was not able to behold in his own lifetime 
its revival.

BIRTHS AND DEATHS IN 
IRISH CITIES.

Official returns show that in the Citv of 
Dublin, for the week ended Saturday, Sep- 
tember 30th, the number of births registered 
was 270—140 hoys and 130 girls,, and the 
“number of deaths was 103—59 males and 44 
females. 

The deaths of six persons belonging to 
the city area were registered in other dis- 
tricts, so that the actual number of deaths 
for the city was 101, which represents a rate 
of 12.5 per thousand 

Tubercular diseases caused 13 deaths, cight 
of which were from pulnonary ‘tuberculosis, 
two from tubercular meningitis and three 
from other forms of tubercular disease. as 
against 11, 12 und 7 from ail fcrms of tuber- 
culosis in the three preceding: woeks. Eleven 
deaths were cansed by cancer, and sixteen 
by diseases of the heart. There were twelve 
deaths from .pneumonia, and seven from 
bronchitis. Twenty of the deaths recorded 
for the city during the week .were those of 
children under: five years, seventeen being 
infants under one year, and thirty-four were 
those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, 
of whom twenty-three were aged 70 and 
‘over. Of the 101 deaths recorded, 52 occurred 
in hospitals and other public institutions. 
For the borough of Cork the death-rate 
for tha. week was 14.6; for Dun Laoghaire 
14.1; for Limerick 14.5, and Waterford 7.8 
per thousand of the sopulation. 

In Belfast the death-rate was 12.9 pe 
thousand of the population, and for London- 
derry 13.9.

SUBSIDIES FOR NEW HOUSES. 


The Northern Government has intro- 
duced a Housing BAl to continue for a 
| further period of two years from the Ist 
April next the subsidy of £25 for e ery 
house built, provided that local authorities 
give a subsidy of a similar amount. As 
an alternative, the Government is pre- 
pared to make a contribution of one-half 
per cent. for twenty years to local 
authorities, utility societies or private 
individuals borrowing money to build 
houses. Asa further alternative the Govern- 
ment is prepared to encourage building. 
societies. It was declared at the monthly 
meeting of the Belfast Corporation this 
week that private builders were prepared 
to construct hundreds of houses in Belfast 
to let at 7s. per week, plus rates under 
the subsidy scheme, at a density of thirty/ 
five houses or more to the acre, and at 
7s. 9d. per week rent if built at a density 
vf less than thirty-five to the acre. On 
the other hand, the Estates Committee of 
the Corporation is prepared to put forward 
a better scheme—the construction of 25/0) 
houses to let at 7s., and to be built. not 
more than twenty-eight or thirty to the 
acre. These houses, it was contended, 
vould be sold at 7s. 3d. per week on the 
instalment plan. If the Estates Committee 
can sell them on such terms, there is no 
justification for preventing municipal 
building, as the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee seems to desire; for it is-a. 
better arrangement than permitting 
private builders to construct streets of 
houses up to sixty per acre at higher rents. 


COST OF POLIvE. 


For thirty years or more the Belfast 
Corporation has been dissatisfied with the 
charge imposed upon it for maintaining 
the police force. At present the sum is 
£25,000 per annum. It was more some 
years ago, until Dublin Castle reduced the 
charge in respect of the old R.LC. It has 
been contended, on the other hand, that 
as other cities provided a police force, 
Belfast should pay a substantial sum fae | 
the policing of the city. But if other 
cities have to pay for a police force they 
have control of it, although recent opinion 
seems to be in favour of amalgamating 
local with general police forces.

PIG. M4RKETING CRUX. 


It is much tco early to declare that the 
pig marketing scheme is a failure, but 
farmers and pig-producers generally have 
received a severe shock. hen the scheme 
was started the first provisional controlled 
price of pigs was Sxed. at 58s. 6d. per cwt., 
less 2s. per pig for working the scheme. 
Unfortunately, there was an immediate 
rush by farmers to send their. pigs to 
market, and at the same time there was 
a reduction in the demand in Great 
Britain, followmig the holiday seasonal 
increase in pork buyins. Farmers and 
producers were warned. not to bring their 
pigs to.market or kill pigs for several 
weeks, until the new quota ligures for pig 
imports became effective.

MONTH IN MOUNTJOY. 


“This case began so far back as the órd 
September, when a statement was taken by 
the Guards from a witness who has come 
here. These nine men, being working men 
following their ordinary avocations, were 
taken from their homes and fields where they 
were working on the afternoon of 7th Sept- 
ember, were brought to the Civic Guard 
station and then to Mountjoy, and they have 
been there for practically a month since. I 
do not know why these hen of circumstances, 
small men if you like, not men of great 
pelitical influence or property, but men 
bedded in the soil, with permanent homes 
and farms, and who have spent their lives 
working on them, and who could be found 
on them at all hours of the night and day, 
were taken from their homes on 7th 
September and put in Mountjoy on the 
allegation that they would not appear to 
answer for their tharge. Why could they 
not have been dealt with as the four other 
men, men of political influence and property, 
men who could not be treated in that way, 
were dealt with? I refer to the four gentle- 
men before the Court last week. 

“These are not men who can stand up and 
defend their rights; they are men who can 
he arrested and put into jail, and left there 
for the full statutory period which is allowed. 
That is the period—a full month—that these 
men have been in jail.’’ - 

One of these men, said counsel, was Mr. 
Halley, an ex-lieutenant of the Free State 
Army, a man with honourable services in the 
Volunteers, and who enjoyed a pension from 
the State for his services when anarchy and 
war were rampant in the State that had just 
been born. This man was arrested with the 
others on the afternoon of 7th September. 
His wife was about to give birth to a child. 
Halley was brought off to the station. Like 
the others, he gave all the assistance he 
could to the Guards, The Chief Superinten- 
dent, as one would expect from him, per- 
mitted Halley to return home on parole. 
That terrorist who had joined to bring terror 
through that peaceable district returned to 
his home to be by his wife’s side. Then,

COUNSEL’S CHARGE. 


He left the house, in which there was no 
man. He was brought to Mountjoy; and 
had been in jail from that moment. Did 
not that show that this case and the way in 
which it had been conducted was a tyran- 
nical abuse of power for what he did not 
hesitate to describe as political ends? 
The only charge against these men, con- 
tinued Mr, Lavery, was that they were mem- 
ters of an asscciation to promote, encourage 
and advocate the non-payment of rates, 
Sixteen days after their arrest, for a fort- 
night after they had lain in jail, that was 
the charge made against them by the 
Attorney General. Had he evidence then? 
Did he know tlien that these men had been 
“carrying terror through the district’’? 
Did he xnow then that these men had 
“struck a wanton blow at the Govern- 
ment’’? Were the people of the district 
frightened out of their wits to approach the 
rate-collector? Was there a terror in the 
district? Had some of the people upon 
whom the boycott was placed succumbed ? 
Were these people who had been described 
as ' national ghouls,’’ stalking through the 
district? If that was so, why were these 
men on 23rd September only charged with

General Judenitch. 


leaders in the War. His case is one in 
which the name had died before the man ; 
for Judenitch was forgotten long ago. He 
had been living in retirement fot many 
years—a broken and disillusionised man— 
but, when the history of the War is written 
in true perspective, he will receive his 
reward from posterity. Judenitch was the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Russian forces 
in the Caucasus, and was responsible for 
the capture of Erzerum from the Turks. 
This achievement at the time was hailed as 
one of the most important feats of the 
allied arms, and Judenitch, like Brussiloff 
aftérwards, was regarded as one of the 
Allies’ most brilliant generals. After the 
Bolshevist revolution “in 1917 he was 
among those who did not despair of 
Russia. He organised and led one of the 
ill-fated “ White ” expeditions against the 
Bolsheviks ; but, in common with Korniloff, 
Koltchak and Wrangel, he suffered 
ighominious defeat. Nothing in modern 
history is more tragic than the fate of these 
loyal Russians, who fought like heroes 
throughout the War against dreadful cdds, 
only to become outcasts from their own 
country and to eat out their hearts in 
impoverished exile. Most of them found 
refuge in France, where officers of the 
highest rank still may be found, 
trying to make a living at the most 
menial tasks. ‘Some bowed in the House 
of Rimmon, and placed their talents and 
their experience at the disposal of the 
Bolsheviks ; but Judenitch was a man of a 
different stamp. He fought for only one 
cause—for Holy Russia. When that cause 
failed the old man s work was done.

Naval Maneeuvres. 


_ Lord Beatty is likely to make a very 
important speech on the present position 
of the British Navy when he speaks at 
the annual dinner of the Navy League on 
October 19th, when the Duke of York 
will be the guest of honour. Although he 
speaks seldom in public, Lord Beatty is 
an extremely skilful speaker, who makes 
no use of flourishes of rhetoric, but goes 
to the root of things at once.

_ General O'Duffy, the President of the United Ireland Party, 
and ex-Commandant Cronin arrived by motor car to attend the con- 
vention, and on their way to the hall were attacked by a crowd, 
despite the efforts of the Civic Guards to protect them. 


General O Duffy received a nasty wound on the top of the head, 
and Mr. Cronin was struck on the back with a missile. 


The police had great difficulty in keeping the crowd from forc- 
ing their way into the convention hall, the windows of which were 
broken with stones, and the situation became so serious that it was 
decided to summon the military from Cork. Additional police were 


also hurried into the town. 


The arrival of the ha in 


war kit at nine o clock had a calm- 


ing effect on the crowd, and the delegates were enabled to leave the 


hall and. go home by motor car. 


General O'Duffy and Mr. Cronin also left the town by motor 
car, and were escorted by the police to the county border. 


During the night the police made baton charges with the object . 


of clearing the streets of excited crowds, and by half-past ten they 


had the situation well in hand. 
assumed their normal aspect.

STREETS FILLED WITH EXCITED 


MEN.

General O’Duffy and Mr. Cronin arrived 


in the town by motor car at about three 
o'clock to attend the convention, and 
drove to the Grand Hotel in Denny 
streete where they had lunch. When they 
left for the Foresters’ Hall, where the 
convention was held, they were followed 
by a crowd, who hooted them, and the 
Civic Guard, who were present in con- 
siderable numbers, had much difficulty in 
protecting General O’ Duffy and a number 
of his supporters, who accompanied him. 

When they reached Bridge street they 


were suddenly surrounded by a large 
crowd, and the police immediately formed 
a close cordon about them. 

The crowd, which was excited and 


threatening, closed. in around the cordon, 
and so great was their pressure that they 
were able to break through. The street 
at this time was filled with a surging, 
turbulent mob, which the police, who 
were .caught in their midst, vainly en- 
deavoured for a time to control. 
GENERAL O’DUFFY’S 
INJURY. 
Eventually the police were able to get 
between the United Ireland Party and 
their attackers. Soon afterwards General 
O’Duffy was seen to emerge from the 
melée with blood streaming down his face. 
He had been struck by a stone on the 
head and received a nasty cut. Mr. 
(Cronin had also suffered at the hands cf 
the crowd and had been struck on the 
back by a stone. 
With some difficulty the leaders reached 
the Foresters’ Hall under a heavy police 
escort, which now reformed into a cordon 
outside the hall to prevent the crowd from 
caining an entrance. Stones were thrown, 
and the sound of breaking glass added to 
the uproar. Most of the windows of the 
hall, as well as the windows of delegates’ 
cars parked ‘outside it, and a near-by shop 
window, were broken. 
The situation was of such gravity that 
the police authorities decided to call in 
military assistance. A detachment was 
summoned from the Cork barracks by 
telephone at about five o'clock, and set 
out by lorry on the seventy odd miles 
to Tralee, 


CROWD OUT OF HAND. 


\t this time the mob was admitted to 
be entirely ‘‘ out of hand,” and the 
effdits of about two hundred police, com- 
manded by Chief Superintendent O'Duffy, 
were directed towards preventing a party 
that was besieging the hall from gaining 

entrance, 

Meantime parties of men roamed about 
the town. A car belonging to General 
©’ Duffy which was found in Denny street 
was set on fire and destroyed. 

The convention proceeded in the hall, 
where there were altogether about a hun- 
dred delegates. 

General O’ Duffy was treated in the hall 
hy a doctor for the wound on his head. 
Mr. Cronin’s wound in the back, which. 
was caused by a stone, was superficial. In 
addition to the leaders several delegates 
received minor injuries. 

At. half-past eight the convention was 
still hesieged, and safe exit was 1i*apos- 
The aid of the military reinforce- 
ments was now being awaited with 
anxiety. Soon after nine o’clock one hun- 
dred soldiers arrived in twe large tenders, 
and the besieged delegates and the leaders 
were able to leave the hall. They pro- 
ceeded under escort to Denny street. On 
the way stones were thrown, and tear 
bombs were thrown to disperse the 
crow ds. : ; 

Later General O’Duffy and the majority 
ef the delegates left the town.

After luncheon, at about 3.15 p.m., 
General O'Duffy and ex-Commandant 
Cronin, accompanied by a number of their 
supporters, proceeded on foot from the 
hotel to the Foresters’ Hall, where the 
convention was to be held. A crowd 
followed them, and boohs and hisses were 
heard, as well as shouts of “ Up de 
Valera ” and “ Up the Republic.”’ 

At Bridge street corner a sudden rush 
was made by a party of young men, and 
General O’ Duffy was seen to be struggling 
in the midst of a fierce mélée. Civic 
Guards immediately went to his assist- 
ance, and from the mélée General O’ Duffy 
emerged bleedng profusely from the crown 
of the head. | 

The party then continued to the 
Foresters’ Hall, where the Guards formed 
a cordon, and no one but delegates was 
allowed to pass through. 

A crowd congregated outside the cordon, 
and continued to shout and booh as the 
delegates entered, and’ stones were thrown 
and windows of the hall were broken. 

Cars bringing delegates to the conven- 
tion were also stoned as they passed 
through the police ranks. 

The Guards drew their batons, but did 
not charge the crowd. 

DELEGATES STONED. 

On another occasion, when six delegates 
were going towards the meeting place, they 
were stoned, and one man, in order to save 
himself, threw himself flat on the ground. 
This method of safeguarding himself 

roved successful, as he did not appear to 
hea been hit, although the missiles fell 
heavily about him. He was eventually 
escorted away by a Guard. 

During the excitement in Bridge street 
ex-Commandant Cronin was struck in the 
back. 

A section of the crowd tried to effect an 
entrance to the hall, but the Guards pre- 
vented them. 

Two delegates were set upon by the 
crowd, and one of them was badly cut 
about the face. The crowd alleged that 
this man had a gun, and when the Guards 
came to his assistance shouts of ‘“‘ He has 
a gun, take it from him,” were heard. 


BEATEN WITH STICKS. 
Another group of young men armed 
themselves with hurleys, which they took 
from Mr. A. Caball’s cycle shop in Lower 
Rock street. Between thirty and forty 
hurleys were taken. i 
Two members who left the meeting place 
were set upon by the crowd. One of them 
escaped, but the other received a severe 
beating with hurleys before the Guards 
came to his assistance and removed him to 
the barrack for safety. 

General O’Duffy’s motor car was set on 
fire in Denny street at eight o’clock, and 
was completely destroyed. 

At 8.30 Civic Guard reinforcements 
arrived by ‘bus, and were stoned, the 
windows in the ’bus being broken. Baton 
charges followed.

HITLERISM VERSUS 
COMMUNISM. 
From ReEvuterR’s CORRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Friday. 
Mr. Lloyd George does not believe that 
there is any immediate danger of Germany 
making war on France. 
In an interview with the London Corre- 
spondent of the Matin, in reference to his 
recent Barmouth speech, in which he re- 
ferred to the danger of Communism in 
Germany if Hitlerism was overthrown, Mr 
Lloyd George was asked whether he did 
not consider the remedy of Hitlerism 
worse than the disease in view of the 
Nationalist and militarism demonstrations 
which were taking place in Germany. 
Mr. Lloyd George said: ‘‘ I will answer 
your question by basing myself on my 
personal experience of the difficulties of 
arming a nation when the latter only 
possesses the equipment necessary for 4 
very small force. During the Great War, 
when almost the whole industrial re- 
sources of our country were concentrated 
on the making of guns, shells, and other 
war material, and ordinary commercial 
production was virtually suspended, it 
was impossible to equip our army in less 
than two years.”’ 
Mr. Lloyd George added: “ What I said 
at Barmouth was based on information 
received from trustworthy sources. All 
the information which has reached me 
goes to show that the Communists are 
alone in offering serious resistance to the 
Nazis. And if Hitlerism is overthrown 
the victory will go to the Communists.’’

VIEWS ON REPLY. 


The tenor of the German reply and the 
latest news from the various capitals is 
iven in the Reuter messages which fol-

GENEVA, Friday. 
It is understood here that the German 
observations are not of a categorical 
character, but are more in the nature of 
additions or supplementary suggestions. 
They reaffirm the German position on 
certain standpoints. The German Govern- 
ment object to the length of the transi- 
tional period and demand a shorter pro- 
bationary period. They also demand the 
immediate possession of “ prototypes '— 


defensive, to which the nations, now 
heavily armed, are eventually to reduce 
their armaments. ‘Thése are understood 
to include fighting aeroplanes, small tanks 
and anti-aircraft guns. 
The reply also reaffirms the German 
demand for fortifications. 


CONTROL PROVISO. 


The German Government also demand 
that the actual process of material dis- 
armament should begin before the end of 
the period of probation. They are pre- 
pared to accept control, provided that it 
has universal, and not particular, applica- 
tion, and they press, most especially, for 
a clear definition of what are defensive 
and offensive weapons. 
They also want to know more precisely 
what degree of disarmament the Powers 
are prepared to undertake. 
The fact that Germany is reported. to 
have omitted to communicate her observa- 
tions to France is almost as much com- 
mented on in Geneva as the German com- 
munication itself. It is felt that the 
German Government has committed 
another of the “ gaffes,” which are such 
a frequent feature of German diplomacy, 


THE GERMAN VIEW. 
BERLIN, Friday. 


Both German official quarters and the 
newspapers to-day emphasise the fact that 
the crisis of the Disarmament Conference 
is at hand; for at Geneva next week the 
nations will have to have a “show down,” 
and announce definitely whether they 
intend to disarm on the basis of the 
Macdonald plan and to grant Germany 
equality. The German Government’s atti- 
tude at the present stage of the disarma- 
ment negotiations has been orally com- 
municated to the British and Italian 
Governments. 

Although nothing official as to its nature 
has been disclosed, there is little doubt 
that Germany has again made it clear 
that she expects other nations to begin at 
once to carry out their disarmament 
promises, and is not prepared to sign a 
blank cheque in the form of a convention 
which would make disarmament dependant 
upon the so-called good behaviour of Ger- 
many for the next few years. 

“ Germany does not want to re-arm,”’ 
it is again asserted; “ but if the others 
refuse to disarm,then she must insist upon 
equality in the matter of re-armament.’’ 


THE RESPONSIBILITY. 


“ Germany has a strong and sincere 
desire to live in good and friendly terms 
with the British nation,” said Alfred 
Rosenberg, chief of the Nazi Party 
Foreign Affairs Department, in a state- 
ment at Frankfurt to-day to German 


journalists. 
He added that it was consequently 
regrettable that sometimes British 


politicians and parts of the British Press 
adopted an aggressive attitude towards 
Germany. 

Great Britain now, as formerly, held in 
her hand the responsibility for European 
peace, he said.

“He has been withdrawn from active 
service among you through ill-health, 
while yet he might have looked for a good 
many more years of work, and his sorrow 
and disappointment at having to leave 
thus early the people whom he loves are 
naturally keen and bitter. Let us pray 
that God will sustain him in spirit and 
in body, and grant him many years. of 
tranquil rest.” 

After expressing his sincere thanks to 
Mr. Justice Fitzgibbon, who had con- 
sented to act as his assessor, Dr. Gregg 
concluded, and the Synod proceeded to the 
business of voting. The method, as in all 
episcopal elections, consisted in a separate 
vote of clerical and lay members for six 
candidates, who were placed on the select 
list.

. No candidate having obtained the 
necessary majority, a further vote was 
then taken. 

At the fourth count Archdeacon Flewett 
had 51 clerical votes out of 80 and 103 
lay votes out of 144. This left him very 
slightly below the necessary total, and on 
a final vote he was declared elected amidst 
great applause. : 
The Archbishop, in concluding the pro- 
ceedings, said that the election showed 
the trust and confidence which the people 
of Cork had in their Archdeacon. It had 
been a joy to him to preside; for he had 
had a long, association with the Cork 
Diocese. He congratulated the Synod on 
the remarkably high proportion of clerical 
and lay members who had attended, 
which, he said, was a witness to their 
spendid loyalty, both to diocesan institu- 
tions and the Church of Ireland. 

The consecration of the new Bishop, he 
added, would take place at. the earliest 
date convenient, and he hoped that it 
would be possible to hold it in Cork

The Bishop-elect was born in Dublin in 
1861, and is the son of the late Thomas

The Times in a leading article to-day 
says:—Mr. Baldwin made one of his most 
opportune and courageous speeches last 
night, and thus enabled the sixtieth Con- 
servative Conference to close with credit 
upon a note of constructive common-sense. 
The task which he set himself was to relate 
the policy of the Government in several 
important respects to the Conservative 
tradition which, as he reminded his 
audience, teaches the active promotion of 
ordered and democratic progress at home, 
and the pursuit of peace with honour 
abroad. No man is better qualified than 
Mr. Baldwin to expound this doctrine ; for 
none embodies in himself more truly the 
principles of sound Conservatism, and 
none has studied more profoundly their 
origin and their bearing upon present 
facts. Moreover, in the light of the last 
two days’ debates, it was a very necessary 
lesson. A party conference inevitably 
attracts the keenest party men and women. 
Here, if anywhere, in times like these, dis- 
satisfaction with the present system of co- 
operation between parties may be expected 
to reveal itself, and there had been many 
signs of such dissatisfaction in the earlier 
proceedings of the conference. 

The sentiment that the Conservative 
Party was being asked to surrender its 
principles had been expressed or exploited 
in a number of resolutions, sponsored by 
speakers who, though their own experi- 
ence of responsible office has varied in 
duration inn in extent, have never ceased 
to feel since the very early days of the 
National Government that responsibility 
does not rest upon the right shoulders. It 
is true that the Conference, with a sense 
of balance which was, perhaps, all the 
stronger for some extravagances in the 
previous day’s debates, did dispose yes- 
terday morning, by a majority of two to 
one, of the suggestion that the Govern- 
ment’s Indian policy is a betrayal of the 
country and of the Empire. That result 
exempted Mr. Baldwin from the neces- 
sity of proving once again that the policy 
being shaped and the procedure being fol- 
lowed over Indian reform are in the true 
Conservative tradition, and that the re- 
sponsibility for it of Conservative states- 
men (including some of its present 
critics) is comprehensive and of long- 
standing.

Are a lively debate the Conference 
of the National Union of Conserva- 
tive and Unionist Associations, to-day 
approved by a very large majority the 
Government's India policy. 

There were originally five resolutions on 
India, but it was decided to take the 
whole of the debate on the first motion, 
which was a resolution standing in the 
name of Viscount Walmer,M.P., and which 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain described as 
being tantamount to a vote of lack of con- 
fidence’ in the Government’s Indian 
policy. 

The motion, while expressing confidence 
in the Government, represented to the 
Parliamentary Joint Select Committee the 
conference’s apprehension in regard to the 
proposals in the White Paper concerning 
finance, defence, police, the welfare of the 
Indian peoples and trade discrimination. 

To this resolution an amendment 
appeared in the name of Sir Thomas 
White, Chairman of the Liverpool Con- 
stitutional Association, which sought to 
delete the whole of the resolution except 
the record of confidence in the Govern- 
ment and to substitute: ‘‘ This conference 
approves the caution with which the 
Government is proceeding in framing its 
proposals for a new Constitution, and 
cannot itself come to any final conclusion 
on the matter until the Joint Select Com- 
mittee has finished the hearing of evidence 


and made its recommendations.”’ 
The Chairman—Sir Geoffrey Ellis, 
M.P., called for a show of hands in favour 


of the amendment. A large number of 
hands went up, and he declared the 
amendment carried. 

This led to an immediate storm of pro- 
test, and it was decided to take a ballot 
vote. 

It was not until the conference re- 
assembled after the luncheon adjournment 
that the chairman announced the result as
